~ ‘CANTON OF 


RICIAL SHOT. - 


SUPPOSED POLITIOAL OUTRAGE. 


Tho. Director: of Public: Works at 
Canton, Mr. Chan Tat-eang, a relative 
of General Chan Kwing-ming, was the 
victim of a fatal shcoting outrage in 
the heart of the City cn Saturday 
night. He was ehot ot from bebind: 
and fatally wounded whilo walking in 
Ramsay .Streat, which runs to the 
Praya betweey the World Theatre and 
the Wing Oa Co, st ‘11 pm. A 
young lady, Mrs. Ng Ho Sze, the con- 
cubine of Mr. ‘Fulig. Wai-forg, com- 
ptadore of the M.B,K. at Canton, who 
wasin Mr, Chan Tat-sang a company 
‘at the time of the shooting was also 
wounded, ‘but her injury is not 
s?rious. 


Mr. Chan who had been in Hong- 
kong a few days, and resided at No. 12, 
Sea View Terrsce,, Wanchai on the 
water front, was at Tai Pak Lau, a 
popular recreation sarien in Kennedy 
Town on Sstarday night when he re- 
ceived word that some of hie friends 
were artiving by the night steamer 
“Kinshon.” He and his party, Mrs. Ng 
Ho Sze and another Chinese gentleman 
immediately seturued to town. They 
got off the tram outside thi Wing On 
Co., and were proceeding down 
Ramsay Street towards the Canton 
wharf when the outrag occurred. 
Although there were many people in 
the vicinity aot the ti of the 
shooting, the susie’ uttuned to 
escape capture. In fact, the attack 
op Mr.. Chan was so sudden, that 
noone even saw where the 
murderer had run to. Five 
or six ° shots were fired 
at the trio in quick: guccession. Mr. 
Chan was hit in the side by a bullet 
which ‘emerged from the abdomen. 
Mrs. Ng Ho Sze was injured by one of 
the other bullets. 

In epite of bis injury, Mr. Chan ran 
towarde the Great Eastern Hotel, in 
Connaught Road: Central, where 
Mre. Ng Ho Sze was staying, 
shouting for assistance all 
the way. Great excitement soon 
prevailed. in the neighbourhuod’ 
and a large crcwd" gathered, but no 
one saw any sign of the assassin. A 
amenber of people folfowed the victima 
of the skooting to the hotel. where on 
arrival : they were unfortunately re- 
{used admittance. The hotel people, 
alarmed by the sight -ct 
the crowd outside, shut the 
door against the couple. The pojico 
arrived then, and making their way 
With’ difficclty through the poping 
crowd which had gatheréd round the 
wounded people, they removed Blr. 
Chon avd the Jady to the hospital. 
As usual, until the arrival of the 
police, no one in.the crowd thought 
of rendering any‘ assistance or of. 
summoning help, 

Neither Mr. Chan nor the Indy 
could suggest any reason for the 
outrage, butin view of the former's 
relationship to General Chan Kwing- 
ming, it is believed to have been jneti- 
gated by political opponente~in Can- 
ton. Inspite of medical attention, 
Mr. Chan who maintained his consci- 
ousness to the last, succumbed to his 
wound yesterday ‘afternoon. The 
woman,.who was wounded ia the foot, 
has bean discharged from the hospital. 

Besides being Diréctor of Public 
works, the deceased algo held a num- 
ber of other important posts, and was 
recognised as one of the meet influen- 
tial men in Canton at present.

‘Hero ho fitet received his- 
enrly impressions of Christianity, and 
he told me once,” continued Mr. - 
Stewart, "how well he remembered 
going to prayets in the little chapel 
ja the old building, 70 years ago. 
Alter a time he was baptised iuto the 
Christian Church.” 

“ He went to London and bad the 
distinction of being: the firat Chinese 
to be admitted to the English Bar.

Twenty years ogo Londoners. proud 
of tho siz of tho city and the

at Earl’s Court, where 120 traius an
